In his 
tenth monthly statement of tlio current 
fiscal year he says: "The excess of ex- 
ports over imports of merchandise, was 
for the ten months ending April 30tb, 
1879, §211, t t3,G23; ditto 1878, $227,- 

- 042,087. For tho twelve months end- 
ing April 30th, 1S79, §272,215,770; 
ditto 1877, §221,080,013." Konmrk- 
ing upon these returns the San Fran 
oisco Post says:— "The increase in tlm 
-volume otour exports is very niarked, 
and the figures prove that this country 
has long since passed the point where 
it has p'ractieally become self-support- 
ing. Tlie decreasa in tho volume of 
iniporto is not therefore a proof that 
our people are unable to buy, tho pro- 
ducts of other countries, because our 
looms, factories and foundries arc now 
in full operation. The accumulKtiou 
of goods during the years of depression 
having been worked oil', n demand has 
been created wliich must bo met. Our 
enormous harvest last season and the 
prospect of a much larger one tho 
present year have had a great deal to 
do with our reviving trade; but it will 
be found, on careful scrutiny of tlie an- 
nual volume of business since the mis- 
chievous policy of contraction \\as 
inaugurated by Secretary MoC'i li.ocii, 
that our commerce and industiy >ihow- 
ed signs of active recovery only since 
the romonctii'.atiou of silver wai; deter 
mined upon.

Tlio Svideaoa Qf Bis Oonneetion with 
'• the iTUilUsts Found in Sis Fos- 
sossion. 

IFrom the Daily Telejrapli. ) 
St. Petersdurg, May 3. — Yesterday 
the officer Doubrovino was hanged in 
the fortre.ss between ten and half-past 
ten o'clock. Doubrovino helil the 
rank of sub-lieutenant, he wns a native 
of St Petersburg and was 21: years of 
age, entered tho army in 187G, was ap- 
pointed ensign in 1877, and sub-lieuton- 
ant in 1878. Tho charges brought 
against wore that he had attempted to 
kill Capt. Romanovsky, and had 
wounded two subordinate otFiccrs of the 
gendarmes when they came to s(^arch 
his lodgings on 1 Gth December last. 
Immediately these officers entered his 
rooms, Douhi'ovine at once fired his re- 
volver at Eomanovsky, tlic bullet strik- 
ing tho ceiling. A struggle, of course, 
ensued, in tho midst of which he tried 
.to fire a second time, but the gend- 
armes rushing upon him, he was dis 
aimed. The police officer-, however, do 
not appear to have secured Doubrovino 
firmly, for ho fouwd opportunity to go 
into another room and get possession of 
a dagger, with which he wounded two 
^f the police officers before he was 
finally overpowered. 

In addition to the revolver and dag- 
ger, there were found in his possession 
a life-preserver, a bowie knife (eugi-av- 
ed on one sids "Act," and on tlie other 
"Defend yourself"), and a small quan- 
tity of cartridges. Beside those, and 
establishing Lis connection with the 
secret revolutionary societies, there m as 
found a document in his own hand- 
witing, headed: — "Notes for Eussian 
Officer-Terrorists, 1879," and tlatcd 
Dec. 6th, 1878. The 0[]lcial (UizeUe 
states that this document contains a 
•whole code of instructions for the use 
of arms, poisons, forging passports and 
stamps, for making combustibles and 
other means (as stated in one of the 
notes) for clFecting ])ublic demonstra- 
tions, armed resistance to tlin ])olice 
authorities, and, in short, all other 
measures to which the revolutionaries 
resort to realize their progranune. 

During the preliminary proceedings 
after the arrest in December last Dou- 
brovino refused to make any stateniejit, 
but subsequently on Jan. 16, he asked 
to be allowed to give in a petition as 
to his unjust imprisoiunent, and drew 
up a document accordingly. The con- 
tents of this, and his conduct at the 
medical examination, whicli took place 
on Jan. 29, induced the belief that he 
was insane. But a later examination 
by specialist physicians established his 
sanity. On tho day of his trial he 
came into court with his overcoat 
thrown over his shoulders and cap on 
bis head. Being requested to remove 
bis cap, he did so, and then stared, 
• first on one side, then on the other, at 
tho persons present, without attending 
to the order of the President to turn 
toward the court. Then crying out 
"What doiss this mean?" he tried to 
jump over ihs bar which scpai-ated him 
from the Courts and partially succeed- 
ed. Ho then commenced roaring and 
howling, trying to relonso himself from 
tho soldiers who hold Itiui. in con- 
sequence he was ordered to 1.)g removed 
and was taken away, continuing to holloa 
all tho time. Thereupon the President 
:sUBpended..tlie sitting of tho court for 
■■five minut'e.s,f re-entering, infoimed tlic 
court that tho prisoner had been ex- 
amined during the preliminary proceed-" 
inga by two physicians, when doubts 
wore entertained as to his sanity, but 
that those physicians having given 
their, opinion that he was not insane, 
be'cburfc had decided to continue the 
jl in his absence, considering his 
act as violent oppositiori to tlie

THE DANGERS OF THE DEEP. 



A SLOOP BTT2T DOWITAXTS SVXTS, 



^'lL Paasons^or on Soard Loses his Llfo. 

L;48f Sntiii'tlay ovoiiiiicr about 7 o'clock 
the b1oo|) Skodadillur, hnviiig iin board 

E. W. White, captain and owner, and a 
possengor who stated thiit his iinino wa.s 
Potcr Cogan or Cronin, loft 10-milo jjoint, 
iri tho vicinity of Cadboro l^ay, for Orcas 
Island. All went well for about oiglit tu- 
nine miles, when Cajit. AVhito, who was 
at the holm, dosciiud a large .schooner, 
cloao-liauled and coiniiiL; along under a 
Hinart breezo from tho aoutlnveat and ap- 
parently making for 10-milo point. Sho 
kept on her ooui-so for a few niinutoa, but 
suddenly altoriiig it boru down upon tho 
sloop and struck her amid-.ship3. Tho 
sloop careened for an inwlaut, then turned 
bottom up and .sunk in less than half a 
minute. Tho rapidity with which she 
wont down may be accounted for by tiic 
fact that she was [lartially built of iron 
and was heavily ballasted. White, who 
was at tho helm of the .sloop, was knock- 
ed 'overboard b}' the violence of the 
collision, -and altliough he shouted lustily 
Bovcral times for a.s.sistance llie schoouor 
passed on her way without utteniptiny to 
lower a boat or heediny liiin in any man- 
ner. Cronin, tho p.'issuiiger, was a-sleep 
in tho hold at the time tlie sloop wa.s 
struck and wont down with the vessel 
without a doubt. Tho uiyht was cloudy, 
but not very dark. When White found 
himself at tho mercy of tho waves, and 
every chance of assistance from the 
Hchoonor gono, he fastened on the tirst 
floating substance that [lassed by him. 
This fortunately proved to bo a larj.re 
piece of phmk. Ho clung to it with the 
tenacity of a man who knows that his life 
depends on determination and after nine 
hours' exposure ho eventually drifted on 
to D'Orsay Island at about .") o'clock on 
Sunday nu)rning. Here ho remained un- 
til Monday afternoon when Indians came 
iilong in a canoe, took him oil' tho island 
and convoyed him to Cadboro Bay where 

'.■ho'arrivod on Monday iright. Tlion ho 
made his way to this city and on arrival 
setirched tho wharves and harbor for a 
schooner that would answer tho descrip- 
tion of tho one which ran the sloop down. 
Hia Hoai'cli, however, was futile. White 
accounts for tho collision a.s follows: Ho 
tlunka that tho schooner, which exhibited 
no lights, was close-hauled and had lior 

"holm laahcd so that she would steeracor- 
tain course for some time whilstall hands 
wore taking a sleep liolow. This is not 
an infrequent practice with Hchnoiiers, 
although a very rcprehoiisiblo one. Sud- 
denly one of tho hands awoke and com- 
ing on dock altered tho -vesKol'-s couriio 
without observing the light burning at 
tho sloop's boom. 'I'lie collision was very 
sndden and in less than a minute all was 
over. Tho Skedaddler was proceeding to 
OrciLS Island for freight and when hIio 
wont down had some i}17i> on board, the 
proceeds of produce, &c., White had dis- 
posed of hero for settlors on tho island.

A Fort Itupert Indian named Tommy 
testified that he mot the prisoner on Sun- 
day last who askod him for 50 cents whicli 
ho (witness) gave to him. Shortly after- 
wards the prisoner returned with a small 
bottle of gin and gave it to witness in an 
alloy behind tho Muscpiotairos saloon. 

During tho cross-examination of the 
witness tho Magistrate reminded Mr. 
Smith that ho was occupying tho timo of 
the Court with unnecessary questions and 
that unless ho conducted liimself in a 
more becoming manner His Honor was 
afraid ho would have to take stops tho 
consequence of which might be serious. 
His Honor also reminded IVIr. Smith that it 
was not the first tinio ho had neglected to 
treat the Court with that respect to which 
it is entitled. 

Mr. Smith said ho wanted to show that 
the Indian was subsidized to convict his 
client. 

Tho evidence of tho last witness was 
corroborated- by another Indian and con- 
Mtablo Lindsay tostiliod to seizing the 
whiskey and arresting tho prisoner under 
tho authority of a warrant. 

Tho i^risoner waa sontcnced to a month's 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

Charles Bradshaw, charged with va- 
grancy, was defended by Mr. H. C. Court- 
ney, who sliowed that his client, had not 
committed any disturbaiire on the public 
streets and did not come under tho Va- 
grancy Act. 

The defendant Wiis thoroforo discharg- 
ed.

Wheatland, Cala., June 10. — About 
two o'clock this morning news was 
brought to town of an attempt at 
murder at the residence of Mr. Wm 
Roddan, three miles from town. Miss 
Jila Dunn and Miss Cora Ilestlep wore 
the victims. The. young ladies were 
sleeping together and the perpetrator 
is supposed to have cfTected an en- 
trance through a side door. Tho dis- 
covery of the criino was made by Jlrs. 
Roddan, who heard Miss Hostlep 
groaning and gave tho alarm. Mr. 
Roddan arose an4 - on going into the 
apartment liliss Hestlep -was found 
with Ler head and face covered with 
blood and Miss Dunn miosing. Search 
was instituted and she -was found 25 
or 30 feet west of the house where tho 
fiend had dragged her. Sho was in- 
sensible and terribly mutilated, her 
eyes being closed from the beating she 
received. The instrument used was 
an iron stake, twenty inches long, 
three inches wid^nnd an inch thick, of 
oval .shape.

At the baiuiuot on the evening of 
the 21th ult, the Marquis of Lome 
proposed the health .ofi"Tho President 
of the Fnited States" in the following 

words: 

Gkntlejien, — I have' tho greatest 
pride and pleasure in calling upon you 
to drink the next toa.st ujion tho list, 
the health of the President of tho Unit- 
ed States. (Loud cheers.) In asking 
you to drink long life and happiness to 
him I desire to add tho expression of a 
wish which comes from my heart, and 
in speaking it I speak as the ropreson- 
talivo of the Queen and tho country I 
servo (loud applause), when I say may 
tho Divine blessing be poured in richest 
abundance upon tho noble and mighty 
nation over whom the Pro;udont, as 
chief maghstrate, has been called upon 
to rule. The President of tho United 
States, (Cheor.s.)" 

Rev. H. W. Rcecher responded to 
the toaafc, and after a few introductory 
remarks said: — -"If there be any terri- 
tory that would naturally be coveted in 
a sense that docs not break tho com- 
mandment, it is your territory, gentle- 
men. (Laughter.) Oneo we tried to 
tako it, but did not get it. (Renewed 
laughter.) A fringe of Fenians once 
tried to take it and got it — (laughter) — 
a good deal more than thoy wanted. 
But they were not Am(!riean.><. They 
came from tho Green Isle. I think it 
may be said jto tho immortal honor of 
the 13th that it is the first regiment 
that has conquered Canada. (Loud and 
prolonged cheers.) I might without 
irreveronce be permitted to say, in tho 
language of tho Apostle, that our wea- 
pons ar(3 not carnal. Wo brought our 
hearts and you accept thinn. * * * 
Our peopli! desire to be even with you 
in every great industry that becomes a 
grand nation. (Cheers.) I cannot sit 
down without being permitted to add 
one single word, and that is to exi)res3 
tho great gratification which I have to- 
night in being present at a meeting 
presided over by tho Govornor-Generai 
of the Dominion, whose fatlier and 
whoso mother I personally knew and 
revered and honored, and that he ro- 
presents, not alone officially, but in yet 
dearer and more intimate relations, tlie 
most noble Queen and Empress that 
sits upon a throne in the present era 
(Loud a])plause.) Tt is necessary in 
every form of government that there 
should be more or le.s.i a policy and 
watchfulness in politics. They grow 
up around tho throne aa around the 
presidential chair, and may at times 
become an atmosphere in ■which truth 
is refracted. But in our land there are 
no politics to us around tho British 
throne. We do not look to tho Queen 
as a Tory or a Whig, as a Consorvativo 
or a Radical. Wo look to her as *a 
wonderful specinieu of womanhood, 
preserving throughout a long life — and 
may it be doubled in length — (Cheers) 
— 6uc]i integrity and such goodness as 
to draw to her the syinjinthy, not only 
of her own subjects, but the admiration 
of our people — and nowhere in tho 
world is a purer, simpler and kinder 
feeling and more ardent admiration 
than among tho intelligent population 
of the United States toward^^ Victoria, 
by the grace of God, Queen of Great 
Britain and Empress of India. (Loud 
cheers.)" 

The chairman proposed tho health of 
the Governor-General and Princess 
Louise. 

Hi.s Excellency, who was loudly 
cheered on rising to respond, said: 
Gentlemen and Officers of the 

Canadian Militia. — Allow me to thank 
you from the depth of my heart for tlie 
extreme kindne.s's of your reception. 
But you must allow me to ascribe that 
reception to my ofiicial position, for I 
am fully conscious that I have been 
too short a timo among you to be able 
to do more thtui to claim your kindness 
and consideration. With tho Princess 
it is different, and I believe I can 
claim for her personally a ■warmer feel- 
ing. (Applause.) For with regard 
to hor you have in Canada tho com- 
bination of those two sentiments which 
I believe are the most powerful in tho 
human breast — the combination of loy- 
alty and gallantry. (Loud cheers.) I 
cannot thank you enough on her behalf 
or fully express her feeling.s as to tho. 
manner in which she has been receiv- 
ed by every section of the Canadian 
people. I am often asked how sho likes 
this country, and I can only reply to 
iny numerous inquirers by repeating 
again what I have said to those who 
have asked personally, that, although 
she likes the country very much she 
likes the people a great deal better. 
Allow mo to congratulate you on hav- 
ing had in your midst to-day and form- 
ing so splendid a part of your spectacle 
the gallant .'V.nierican regiment, many 
of whoso officers I have tho pleasure of 
seeing in tho hall. (Great cheering.) 
I wish to repeat to them to-night what 
I had the honor of saying to the regi- 
ment at largo, that I thank them most 
sincerely for having come this long 
journey to honour our Queen's birthday. 
(Tremendous applause). And I regard 
their having undertaken the journey, 
and having come here, as a proof 
of that amity of fooling and" sentiment 
which is as strong in the breasts of the 
American people as is their community 
with us in that freedom which we recog- 
nize as our common heritage. (Cheering) 
I believe I am not misinterpreting the 
feelings of the officers hero present 
v.-hcn I say that very many Americans, 
not only those of British race, but 
many otlier.s, wear in one sense th 
Queen's colour at their hearts— (loud 
cheering and apjilause) — not only bo 
cause she is the Queen of that old 
country with which many of their most 
glorious memories are forever identified, 
that old couiitry of wliich they are in 
their hearts as proud as I can honestly 
say England is of them, but also because 
the Americans are a gallant nation and 
love a good woman. (Great applause.) 
Thoy have lent us n helping hand 



to-day, and I believe they will always 
bo ready to do i,o should occasion arise 
on which we may ask them to stand by 
us. (Loud cheering.) We have had a 
vety pleasant' day together -which has 
been follo-wed by a restful evening 
and a pleasant dinner, pleasant to all, 
I venture to say, but restful only to 
those whoso fata it has. not been when 
the dessert has bgen put upoii tho table 
and Iho wine has been pa.ssed round to 
be obliged by making speeches to "open 
fire" again. (Laughter and applause.) 
If our army could always depend upon 
having such a good comniis-sariatas our 
little force has enjo^-eJ to-day, it is my 
belief that field days would bo even 
more popular than they are, and I 
doubt if tho finances of any people, no 
matter how manj' changes they should 
make in thoir tarifl", could long stand 
the expense. (Laughter.) And it ia 
])ei'haps fortunate that a force in the 
field cannot always carry about with it 
on a campaign a Windsor Hotel; other- 
wise the pastime of war would be a far 
more popular amusement even than it 
is at present. (Groat laughter.) * * 
It will bo generally conceded that no 
nation should bo content without a nu- 
merous and efficient and well organiz- 
ed defensive force. This Canada and 
the United States fortunately possess 
— (applause) — and the motto which 
was proposed hy Lord Carlisle aa that 
which the volunteer force in England 
should take, namely, "Defence, not de- 
fiance," is one which is equally suitable 
to our kindred peoples. (Great ap- 
plause.) Tho militia force is the his- 
toric force of both countries. Just as 
our country shows that sho can slriko 
from the central power whenever men- 
aced, so will her children states, where- 
evor situated, respond to any call made 
upon them and prove that England's 
union with the great colonies is none 
tho less strong because it depends on 
no parchment bonds, or ancient legal 
obligations, but derives its might from 
the warm attachment, the living pride 
in our empire, and tho freewill ofl'erings 
of her loving, hor grateful and her gal- 
lant sona" (Loud continued applause.) 



AendoulturoL 



Common prudence will dictate that 
no crop should be taken from the land 
that leaves it in a worse condition than 
it finds it. If these things are duly 
observed there need be no limit to the 
amount of production but the capacity 
of the farm. — Cotm. Farmer. 

A Cow Who Ciiuws HeiT own But- 
ter. — Mr. Lewis RolT, who resides in 
Green Township, this county, has a 
wonderful cow. In the place of cream 
raising on her milk it is actually butter, 
needing no churning whatever to fit it 
for table use. All that is required is 
the "working in" of the necessary 
amount of salt to suit the taste. The 
butter is pronounced excellent. This 
streak began last Fall, since which 
time no churnhas been used, but before 
that time the cream was the same as 
other cows' milk. — (Sidney (Ohio) Dis- 
patch.) 

Keep Young Cows. — From experi- 
ments made in Stockholm it is shown 
that cows that have been largo milk 
producers aro more liable to become dis- 
eased, and that the meat from such 
animals is not so good as from sound 
animals. It is also believed that such 
diseases may be conveyed to the human 
family by the use of meat or milk from 
cows so diseased. If such is tho case, 
dairymen should not keep such good 
milkers till thoy get old. Most dairy- 
men keep the best milkers to the great- 
est age. 

The toad as an insect destroyer is be- 
coming quite popular in Europe. Once 
n week a 'toad market' is held regularly 
in Paris, to which these little animals 
are brought, carefully assorted, accord- 
ing to their strength and size, and 
packed by the hundred in baskets of 
damp moss. The market is never over- 
stocked, and those of moderate size find 
ready purchasers at prices' rang^g from 
seventy-five to eighty francs per 
hundred. The majority of them are 
bought up for tho use of English mar- 
ket gardens, and it is stated that orders 
are on hand for tho purchase, at thoso 
rates, of every basketful that reaches 
the market. 

In the winter season, when my herd 
are in milk, and fed on coarse food, I 
salt three times a week. When dry, 
but twice. In the summer, I salt in 
the stalls, the first thing after stabling. 
I find in my animals a marked dif- 
ference in thoir capacity or appetite 
for salt. They eat an allowance daily, 
with avidity — not one in my herd that 
will not consume three-quarters of an 
ounce My best milkers require the 
most; one will take at least two and a 
half ounces. I am satisfied with my 
present practice. I think I get more 
milk, and of a richer quality since salt- 
ing daily; am troubled less with garget, 
and my cowsseem to be healthier. Sonae 
dairymen think salting a non essential ; 
I do not know of any non-essential in 
the caro of dairy cows. — L. N. M. in 
Live Stock J mirnal. 

How TO Catch Lions. — An African 
lion hunter contributes the following; 
How to catch lions. The desert is 
composed of sand and lions. Take a 
sieve and sift the desert. Tha lions 
will remain. These you place in a 
bag which you carry w'ith you for the 
purpose.
